Delegates to the Central Federated 
Union, representing 125.000 working- 
men in allied trades, voted unani- 
mously tonight to ratify the strike. 
This action followed a similar step 
taken several days ago by the repre- 
sentatives of 200,000 members of 
the United Hebrew Trades. 

The vote was taken after the dele- 
gates had heard a report from the 
conference of labor leaders which 
authorized the call and speeches in 
favor of a general suspension of 


TRADES INVOLVED. 

Among the trades represente. at 
the m were bakers, milk wagon 
drivers and several branches of the 
garment industry. It was announced 
that the cutters in the ladies’ tailor- 
ing trade have authorized their offi- 
cers to call them out. This will mean, 
it ig said, that 60,000 dressmakers 
and jadies’ tailors will be unable to 
work because of the lack of cutters. 
Many women from the garment in- 
Austries were present and took part 
in the speeches and in the vote. 

Ernest Bohm, secretary of the 
Central Federated Union, one of the 
speakers, criticised the action of the 
police, the attitude of Mayor Mitchel 
and the Public Service Commission. 

“We must take up the cudgels with 
these men.” Bohm said. “We are 
fighting a fight that is not merely 
local or State, but one which is a 
national fight for trade-unionism and 
the right to organise.”

Sept. 15.—Gov- 
ernments may rise and fall, things 
earthly may pass away, but there is 
one oll well in Mexico that continues 
to flow on and on, despite the opera- 
tions of revolutionist and bandits 
and all the other ills that beset the 
country, It was on September 12, 
1910, that the Huasteca Petroleum 
Company, which is owned by R. I. 
Doheny of Los Angeles, Cal., and as- 
sociates, struck an enormous flow of 
oll in a well in the Juan Casiano 
field, about sixty miles from Tam- 
pico. It was with much dificulty 
that the output of the well was 
gauged. It showed a daily flow of 
@ little more than 800,000 barreis 
per day. A Flant cap was p 
upon the well, and the flow was 
throttled down to a daily output of 
25,000 barrels, which was turned in- 
to a pipe line that leads to the load- 
—— racks of the company at Tam- 
pico. 

TREMENDOUS PRODUCTION. 

For six years the remarkable well 
has been delivering dally 25,000 dar- 
rels of oll through the pipe line. 
Its total production record is now 
in excess of 564,000,000 barrels of 
oll, and it still seems to be good for 
an unlimited supply of the fuel. On 
a basis of 50 cents gold per barrel 
this one well has yielded a wealth 
of more than $27,000,000. To think 
that this vast fortune could have 
been produced through a ten-inch 
hole in the ground during a 
of six years! It seems like a story 
from the “Arabian Nights,” but it 
is every word true, and, what is 
more, there are four other wells just 
as large as this one, all in the vi- 
cinity of Tampico. The Juan Casiano 
well, however, is the only one that 
has been permitted to flow steadily 
and continuously for such a long 
period. The other phenomenal pro- 
ducers are capped, pending the con- 
struction of pipe line and rage 
facilities in order that the oil may 
be properly cared for. | 
SHIPMENTS INCREASE. 

Shipments of crude ofl through 
the ports of Tampico and Tuxpam 
are again mounting up rapidly in 
volume. It is estimated that the 
total exportations through these two 
ports for the month of Septem- 
ber will be about 3,000,000 bar- 
rels, nearly equally divided be- 
tween the places. The heaviest 
shipments are made by the Penn- 
Mex Fuel Company, the Mexican 
Eagle Oil Company, the Huasteca 
Petroleum Company, the Standard 
Oil Company, the Freeport-Mexican 
Fuel Oil Company, La Pe- 
troleum Company, the East Coast 
Oil Company and the Mexican Gulf 


Ou Company. 

It is estimated t the present 
available produc of the Tampico 
territory, if all the wells were per- 
mitted to flow to-the full capacity, 
would aggregate more than 80,000. 
000 barrels per anonth, or at the 
rate of nearly 3,000,000 barrels per 
day. An almost infinitesimal part 
of the developed yield of the region 
is being permitted to come to the 
surface at present, due to various 
reasons. In the first place, the pipe 
line and marketing facilities are 
wholly inadequate to accommodate 
the production of the wells, and, 
secondly, the oll operators do not 
care to make any increases in 
the output until certain changes are 
made in the government's policy of 
taxing the product.
